Drastic Anti-Treating Law.

The Anti-Treating bill introduced in
thegHouse at Frankfort by Representa
tive Zimm e man, of the| Ballitt-Simp-
son district, has attracfed widespread
attention and much comment; The
author says it is not to be confounded
with any State wide or localfjoption
measure, but simply seeks to break up
a custom °‘that has hecome an intoler-
able nuisance and that the chief sup:
porters of the proposed law are those
who like to go in a saloun and take a
drink and then depart about their busi-
ness. The biill provides a fine of from
$10 to $25 for violatinrns and 1n addi-
tion a forfeiture of license for the
saloon keeper permitting treating in
his place of bpsiness. The full text of
the bill is as follows:

Be it enacted by the Ganeral Assem-
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken-
tucky :

Section 1—That it shall be, palawful
fcr any person to treat or gwe to an-
other person any spirituous, vinous or
malt liquors, wines or beers or any
other intoxicating drinks or beverages
in any saloon, barroom or other place
where intoxicatirg drinks are sol1 by
retail, or in any room or building ad-
joining said saloon or barroom, or cun-
nected therewith, and any person who
violates che provisions of this act,shall
be fined not less than $10 or more than
$25 for each offense, and any saloon
keeper or other retail vender of intoxi-
cating arinks who selis intoxicants to
one person to give to another person
knowing same are to be drunk in said
'sal_oop or barroom or other room or
building adjoining same or connected
therewith, shail,
